Quebec, Oct. 18.—As soon as he learned of Mr. Monk's 


intended resignation, Armand Lavergne, the Nationalist lead- 
er, wrote a letter to the Hon, Sam Hughes withdrawing his ac- 
ceptaitee of the offer by the department of militia as a military 
envoy to the war in the Balkans 

In his letter he says that be stands by Mr. Monk and he 
stays in Canada to offer his services to the latter in his fight 
for Canadian autonomy. ‘ 

He thinks that under the present circumstances that his 
departure for the Balkans would be considered a desertion 
by his tellow citizens, and he cannot aecept what would — be 
considered a fayor from the pesent government, 

M. Lavergne finds another reason for his decision in the 
fact that he has been requested tor do his share in-the actual 
fight for the rights of the French Canadian minority of On 
tario. 

Interviewed today, Mr. Lavergne said that he was sorry 
to abandon his idea of going to the Balkans, but he could 
not possibly leave the battlefield here at the moment of the 
battle. 

‘*The liberty of the Christianssin the Balkaus is very im 
portant,’’ he said, ‘‘but the liberty of Canada is still more 
to me.”’
